Waltham Forest wins! 


£30million has been secured for 
improvements from the Mayor 
of London’s cycling fund 


Cycling in the borough will 
soon become a whole lot easier 
after the announcement that 
Waltham Forest Council has 
secured a multi-million pound 
investment from the Greater 
London Authority (GLA). 

Outer London boroughs were 
invited to apply for funding from 
the Mayor of London’s ‘mini- 
Hollands’ programme last year, 
and were able to bid for a share of 
£1 OOmillion set aside specifically for 
cycling. Waltham Forest is one of 
just three boroughs to be selected 
for full mini-Holland status. 

“This is absolutely brilliant news,” 
said Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment. “This was money 
specifically set aside for cycling 
by the Mayor, so the fact we have 
been selected is a massive boost 
for Waltham Forest and will make a 
huge difference to the borough. 

“It will mean tens of millions 
of pounds being spent on an 
innovative array of schemes that 
will see the borough’s roads 
transformed to make them more 
cycle-friendly. 


“Obviously cyclists will be the 
primary beneficiaries, but an 
investment of this size will also 
mean significant improvements 
in the public realm and a major 
investment in the local economy 
leading to growth and jobs for 
residents.” 

Changes will include a semi- 
segregated Superhighway route 
along Lea Bridge Road and a 
Dutch style roundabout at Whipps 
Cross. It has also been announced 
that a new quietway from 
Bloomsbury in central London to 
Walthamstow will be built. It will 
be the first of two new quietway 
routes in London that will see direct 
and continuous routes on low- 
traffic back streets open later this 
year.

If you’ve always wanted to try 
growing your own fruit and veg, 
but didn’t know where to start, 
then Waltham Forest’s urban 
food growing festival is just what 
you’ve been waiting for. 

Running from Friday 21 to 
Sunday 30 March, the Cultivate 


festival includes more than 
50 events and activities, with 
everything from seed swaps and 
herb foraging to supper clubs and 
chilli growing challenges. 

The festival begins with the 
Grow Waltham Forest Conference 
at Leytonstone Library (6 Church 


Lane, El 1 1HG) on Friday 21 
March. Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment, and Rosie Boycott, 
Chair of the London Food Board, 
will open the event at 1 pm and 
there will be talks and workshops 
for residents, businesses and 


organisations who are already 
growing food locally or who want to 
get involved. 

If you need practical advice, you 
can attend the Gardeners Q&A 
at The Great Hall (Adelaide Road, 
E10 5NN) on Thursday 27 March. 
You’ll meet a panel of experts 
from OrganicLea and Transition 
Leytonstone who’ll be on hand to 
answer questions and help you get 
the most from your growing space. 

Waltham Forest’s allotments 
team are also offering residents 
the chance to win an allotment 
plot and pay no rent for the first 
year. To enter the competition you 
must attend at least three of eight 


specially selected events taking 
place during Cultivate and have 
your event programme stamped 
each time. A prize draw will then 
take place at the Organiclea Open 
Day on Sunday 30 March. 

So whether you have an 
allotment, garden, balcony or 
window box, why not go along 
to one of the events and see if 
you can start growing your own 
produce this year?

In my opinion

I’ve always tried to get 
involved in my community. 

But when I pitched my idea of 
planting wildflowers in local 
parks to other residents at my 
local Community Ward Forum, 
the reaction wasn’t what I 
was expecting. I was told in 
no uncertain terms that the 
amount I was asking for wasn’t 
acceptable. They thought I 
should double it! 

I made the pitch for Community 
Ward Forum funding because 
in the last few years I’ve learnt 
a lot about bees. I used to think 
they were just yellow and black 
striped insects that made honey 


and could sting you. I had no 
idea just how much we rely on 
the humble bee for so many 
things. But being part of a local 
community group interested in all 
things environmental, I’ve come to 
appreciate bees in lots of ways. 

Since Waltham Forest Friends 
of the Earth began our Bee Cause 
campaign I’ve discovered there 
there are 254 species of wild 
bumblebee and solitary bee in 
the UK - not all of which make 
honey. I’ve learnt that without 
bees it would cost British farmers 
£1.8billion every year to hand- 
pollinate their crops. But most of 
all I’ve realised that our bees are 


dying out fast and they need our 
help. 

One of the reasons why bees 
are struggling is loss of habitat. 
We’ve lost a huge amount of our 
wildflower-rich meadows. So 
Waltham Forest Friends of the 
Earth have been doing our bit to 
reverse that trend. We’ve given 
away hundreds of packets of bee- 
friendly seeds to residents to get 
wildflowers springing up in window 
boxes, gardens and allotments. 

On Saturday 29 March we’re 
going one step further and 
creating a 600 square metre 
‘Bee World’ at Kitchener Park, 
Walthamstow. Thanks to the 


Community Ward Forum funding 
we’ll be transforming two grassed 
areas into glorious wildflower 
meadows, full of long-lasting and 
beautiful flowers. We’d love to see 
you there. It’s a great opportunity 
to provide vital habitat for our 
beleaguered bees and have some 
fun too. Join us to scatter the 
seeds, get your face painted, take 
the bee quiz and have your photo 
taken with our giant bee. 


That it’s happening is a 
testament to the residents of 
Chapel End ward. And thanks 
to them I have enough funding 
to plant a wildflower meadow in 
Lloyd Park too. We’ll be there on 
Saturday 26 April - I hope you can 
join us.

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Setting Waltham 
Forest’s budget 

■ Budget for 2014/15 approved at a meeting of 
the Full Council 

■ Money to be prioritised in services residents 
value most 


Waltham Forest’s Budget and 
Council Tax rates for 2014/ 15 
were formally approved at a 
meeting of the Full Council at 
Waltham Forest Town Hall on 
Thursday 6 March. 

Leader of the Council, Chris 
Robbins, reiterated the Council’s 
priorities for the conning year as 
he set out the budget and talked 
about how money will be spent on 
the services residents have said 
they value the most. 

Council Tax rates will remain 
frozen in Waltham Forest in 
2014/15 and the Leader also 
gave a commitment that they 
would remain frozen in 2015/16 
as well. He also spoke about 
work to strengthen the borough’s 
communities, to improve 
community safety and build 
opportunities for economic growth. 

Chris Robbins told Waltham 
Forest News: “Since January 2013 
there’s been fantastic progress 
in meeting residents’ number 
one priority - the regeneration of 
our borough. We’re well on the 
way to delivering £160million of 
improvements to create better high 
streets, leisure facilities and schools 
in the borough. 

“Now it’s up to the Council to 
continue delivering the vital services 
our residents rely on, and to 
continue making Waltham Forest 
a thriving place to help everyone 
through continuing tough times. 


“We will focus on meeting 
residents’ priorities, while facing 
future budget reductions which 
are expected to amount to some 
£45million in the next two years.” 

Community safety 

More than £3million has already 
been invested in the borough’s 
award-winning anti-gangs 
programme ‘Enough is Enough’ 
since it began in 2011. 

In the second year of the 
programme, between 2012/13, 
Waltham Forest saw the largest 
reduction in gang violence among 
10-19 year olds anywhere in 
London. And while gang violence 
involving school children rose 
slightly across London during 
that year, it fell by more than half 
in Waltham Forest according to 
figures released by the Metropolitan 
Police. 

At the budget meeting it was 
confirmed that the Council will 
renew the programme for a further 
three years and invest another 
£1 million in the scheme, while 
exploring other sources of funding. 

This investment follows the good 
news the borough had last year, 
when Waltham Forest’s long-fought 
campaign for a fairer number of 
police officers for our borough bore 
fruit. 

In January this year, an extra 
119 police officers started working 
in Waltham Forest after The Met 
allocated the borough the highest 
number of extra officers in London. 


Better schools 

Last year 52 local primary 
schools were improved, expanded 
or refurbished, which included work 
to provide much-needed primary 
school places ready for the new 
intake of pupils in September. 

Woodside, George Tomlinson, 

St Mary’s, Gwyn Jones, Parkside 
and Newport Primary Schools all 
underwent major expansion work 
to accommodate an increase in 
demand for primary school places 
and improve school buildings. 

As part of the secondary school 
programme pupils at Leytonstone 
Secondary School will see their 
buildings refurbished, while 
Willowfield Secondary School will 
be relocated and rebuilt and two 
additional forms of entry will be 
added to accommodate more 
pupils. 

A total of £137million has been 
allocated for Waltham Forest’s 
School Capital Programme between 
now and the 2016/17 financial year. 

Over 30 schools will also receive 
a subsidy as part of the Breakfast 
Club scheme. The scheme, which 
is currently for Reception and Year 
7 pupils, will also be made available 
to pupils in Year 1 from April. Almost 
9,000 local children will be eligible 
to receive a subsidised school 
breakfast to give them the right start 
to the day. 

Leisure and parks 

Giving local people access to 
better leisure opportunities is a 
theme that will continue during 2014 
and 2015. 

Last year over 100,000 residents 
attended the Council’s summer- 
long series of free events that saw 
weekends crammed with music, 
sport, films and carnivals. 

The programme will continue in 
2014, offering residents the chance 
to come together and enjoy quality 
free events with friends, family and 
neighbours. 

Leisure centres are also being 
transformed into first rate facilities 


thanks to a partnership between 
Waltham Forest Council and leisure 
provider, Better, that has seen 
£24million of investment so far. 

The new-look Leyton Leisure 
Centre opened its doors to the 
public last October following a major 
£3.5million refurbishment. Since 
then visitor numbers have increased 
considerably. Between 28 October 
2013 and 28 February 2014 52,558 
people swam at Leyton Leisure 
Centre - compared to 30,410 
people who swam between 1 
October 2012 and 3 February 2013. 
Formerly known as Leyton Leisure 
Lagoon, the centre was completely 
overhauled in an eight month 
refurbishment. 

Walthamstow Leisure Centre and 
Chingford Leisure Centre have also 
been improved, while Cathall Leisure 
Centre will reopen as Leytonstone 
Leisure Centre when refurbishment 
ends this summer. Waltham Forest 
Pool and Track will be closed in the 
autumn so that the centre can be 
completely rebuilt. 

Finally, 32 of the borough’s 
parks and playgrounds have so 
far received a share of £5.8million 
to create exciting play and sports 
facilities and make environmental 
enhancements that will benefit all. 
Improvements range from brand 
new quality play equipment and 
state-of-the-art synthetic sports 
pitches that allow for year-round 
use. 

Economic growth 

During summer 2013 the 
borough set up an independent 
Growth Commission to explore 
ways to attract investment, support 
business and create thriving 
communities in Waltham Forest. 

The commission was headed 
up by Prof Tony Travers from the 
London School of Economics. 
Residents were invited to have 
their say on the subject during 
the summer and more than 1,700 
responses were received. The 
Commission has recently reported 
its findings to the Council, providing 
a blueprint for growth in the 
borough which will be available 
to residents in the coming weeks.

Enjoying life and learning skills 

Waltham Forest has four key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. In this 
edition we look at what is being done to help older residents live happy, healthy and 
dignified lives.

There’s no denying that as 
people live longer lives, the 
types of services they need 
are changing. And as more is 
discovered about conditions 
typically associated with older 
age, including dementia and 
Alzheimer’s disease, Waltham 
Forest Council is taking a 
fresh approach to some of the 
services it provides to residents. 

i can 

Once upon a time, DJ decks, 
laptops and sound docks might not 
have been the equipment of choice 
for anyone over a certain age. 

But thanks to a number of 
innovative Council projects, older 
residents and people with learning 
disabilities are skyping, facebooking 
and connecting with technology 
to rediscover old memories, bond 
with their families and gain skills for 
employment. 

Last month, the Council 
showcased some of this work 
to over 200 people including 
residents, carers and volunteers, 
at a special event called ‘i can in 
Waltham Forest’. 

“It’s amazing how a little bit of 


imagination can transform people’s 
lives, especially older residents who 
might have dementia or memory 
loss,” said Cllr Angie Bean, Cabinet 
Member for Adults Services. 

“Something as simple as a 
docking station can help an older 
person with a hearing impairment 
communicate with their relatives by 
phone, and technology can help 
people express themselves if they 
have a condition that makes it hard 
for them to communicate in more 
conventional ways.” 

Grace Chandler, who at the 
tender age of 103 has become an 
internet sensation with support from 
the Council, officially opened the 
event via Skype, from the comfort 
of her chair in a local care home. 
Regular readers of Waltham Forest 
News may remember Grace’s story 
from a few months ago - after 
learning the art of video production 
she has generated viral success 
with 80,000 likes for her videos on 
Facebook and 1,000 retweets on 
Twitter, and is now making a series 
of online knitting videos. 

At the event, care workers and 
older residents described how 
multimedia can bring families back 


together, and a video showed an 
elderly gentleman called Clinton 
re-connecting with his daughter in 
Trinidad via Skype, after years of 
little contact. Another showed how 
something as simple as a pair of 
headphones can help an elderly 
person re-discover their youth by 
dancing and throwing shapes to 
their favourite Elvis song. 

But the loudest attraction was a 
music project run by the Council’s 
Markhouse Road day centre, 
which has been teaching adults 
with learning disabilities how to mix 
music so they can improve their 
employment prospects and pursue 
their dream career as a DJ. 

Cllr Bean added: “From internet 
sensations like Grace to people 
who have simply re-connected 
with the music of their youth, we’ve 
seen technology put a smile back 
on lots of people’s faces and bring 
families back together.” 

Living with dignity 

As well as using modern 
technology to benefit residents’ 
lives, the Council still offers more 
conventional services including 
advice with home adaptations and 


residential care when it’s needed. 
Recognising that placing a loved 
one in residential care can be 
one of the most difficult decisions 
people ever have to make, the 
Council officially adopted a Dignity 
Code last week, championing the 
rights of older people, to reassure 
residents that staff uphold the 
highest standards of care. 

“Formally adopting the Code 
is confirmation of what we’re 
already doing to support our 
older residents to live with dignity, 
whatever their circumstances,” said 
Cllr Angie Bean. 

“It’s really important, especially 
as people are living longer lives, 
that we continue to empower older 
people to have a voice, whether 
they’re at home or being cared for.” 

And this attention to care was 
commented on recently, in a letter 
sent to the Council by the son of a 
resident placed in a local nursing 
home after suffering a stroke and 
spending four months in hospital. 

“I was ably guided and given 
extremely useful advice,” he said, 
complimenting the “professional, 
compassionate and efficient 
service” provided by the Council’s 


social workers.... “during what was 
a traumatic and distressing time 
for us.” 

The Dignity Code is a national 
initiative launched by the National 
Pensioners Convention which 
recognises that certain practices 
are unacceptable in the treatment 
of older people including abuse and 
disrespect. Brought to the Council 
by the Waltham Forest Pensioners 
Convention, the code calls for a 
number of measures such as the 
provision of advocacy services and 
care to be adapted to the needs of 
the individual.

“I do use some Council 
services aimed at older 
people, and I think they are 
useful and appreciated by a 
lot of people. The best way 
to receive more information 
about them would be to have 
a regular leaflet delivered with 
Waltham Forest News. I think 
the i can project sounds a 
good idea to help the elderly, 
if there is money to spare.” 


“I can use a PC, but I think 
most people my age don’t, 
and prefer to have their 
family to help them. I think 
we should make sure older 
residents are having all their 
needs met. Technology is 
always welcome, as long 
as people’s basic needs are 
being taken care of.” 


“I have been on the Council 
website, such as when I’ve 
been looking at children’s 
services, and find it quite 
accessible. I’d be confident 
that if I needed to access 
information for an elderly 
relative or neighbour I’d find it 
on the Council site. But I think 
sight might be a factor as 
people get older, as phones 
and keypads often have tiny 
keys. Technology these days 
can be very scaled-down and 
difficult for older people to 
use, so finding ways to help 
them is good as long as there 
is proper support available.” 


Norman - “My aunt lived in a 
care home which was brilliant 
so my experience of them 
is good. I think having the 
Dignity Code to ensure proper 
treatment of older people 
is universal is a good idea. I 
know some care homes play 
music from older people’s 
younger days to help them 
remember the past, so the i 
can scheme is a great idea.” 

Marion - “In care homes, I 
think the residents should 
always have the right to 
privacy if they need it, so the 
fact the Dignity Code has 
been set up is very good.” 


“I find there are good services 
at the Council, going on 
people’s experiences of living 
in other boroughs. The i can 
project sounds like a good 
idea, but technology wasn’t 
used as much when I was 
young.”

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Waltham Forest Council is committed 
to cleaning up the borough and wiping 
out enviro-crime. We will be taking 
tough action against those people who 
continue to blight our borough, and will 
name and shame the people we catch. 

Last summer the Council caught Kevin 
Watts of Louis Drive West, Rayleigh, 
Essex, transporting waste on 22 June. 
Mr Watts failed to produce a Waste 
Carrier Licence upon request by 
Council officers and was accordingly 
brought before Thames Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday 21 February. 

The Magistrates subsequently fined Mr 
Watts £500, ordered him to pay costs 
of £460 and a Victim Surcharge of £50, 
leaving him with a total bill of £1,010 
to pay. 

Zlatin Hristov of Tiverton Road, 
Tottenham, failed to produce a valid 
Waste Carrier Licence when caught on 
27 June 2013. Fie presented himself to 
Thames Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
21 February and escaped marginally 
lighter with a total of £970 to pay 
made up of a £500 fine, a £50 Victim 
Surcharge and costs of £420. 

“It is the sort of offence many residents 
probably wouldn’t even know existed 
or think twice about,” said Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. 

“Flowever, it’s really important our 
Enforcement Officers are checking 
this sort of thing and ensuring anyone 
transporting waste in the borough has 
the necessary paperwork in order. 

“We have worked really hard to 
hammer down fly-tipping in Waltham 
Forest, and over the last three years 
we have seen it plummet by 32 per 
cent. It’s interesting that both of these 
individuals live outside the borough and 
also that the Magistrates have been so 
robust by fining each of them £500.”

Yes you can recycle more 

New campaign encourages residents to step up their recycling 
Up to 70 per cent of your household waste can be recycled 


‘Yes you can’ is the name of 
the new campaign launched by 
Waltham Forest Council as it 
looks to encourage residents 
to recycle as much of their 
household waste as possible. 

“We’re really keen to increase 
recycling rates even more,” 
said Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment. 

“Residents have made some 
good progress over recent years, 
but there is still the need for some 
people to come at recycling from a 
different angle. 

“People need to start seeing 
their green recycling bin as their 
main bin so that we can direct 
more rubbish away from black 
bins. General refuse collected in 
black bins is sent to landfill or for 
incineration, and that is both costly 
and environmentally harmful.” 

The message of the campaign 
is that 70 per cent of household 
waste is recyclable and that things 
like plastics, tin cans, glass, paper 
and plastic carrier bags can be put 
into your green recycling bin. 

Likewise most food and garden 
waste can go directly into your 


kitchen caddy and then into your 
brown recycling bin. Residents are 
being encouraged to remember 
to add compostable caddy liners 
to their shopping list to make 
transferring kitchen waste to the 
brown bin easier. 

“We’re pushing the message 
that there are lots of things that 
people currently don’t recycle that 


they can. I think things may have 
moved on without people realising 
and so the point of ‘Yes you can’ is 
to inform residents just how much 
more they can do. 

“So, for example, people may 
already be recycling cans and 
tins, but be unaware that most 
metal items can go in their green 
bin. Empty aerosols, foil trays, foil 
wrapping and metal lids are all 
recyclable.” 

The campaign also encourages 
residents to think about the small 
stuff. While it’s obvious to recycle 


large items like cardboard boxes 
and plastic bottles, things like 
yoghurt pots, plastic packaging 
and even toilet roll tubes are 
forgotten or considered to be 
insignificant. “It’s amazing how 
much those sorts of small items 
can build up in the black bin, when 
actually they would do much better 
being recycled in the green bin,” 


added Cllr Loakes. 

When it comes to food and 
garden waste, the Council is 
particularly keen on seeing much 
more material from the kitchen 
end up in the brown bin. Just 
changing your day-to-day habits 
can help make sure that even the 
less obvious food waste ends up in 
your kitchen caddy. 

Food items that we’ll never eat 
and need to throw away, such 
as egg shells, fruit and vegetable 
peelings and banana skins 
naturally suggest themselves for 


recycling. But you can also put your 
used tea bags and coffee grounds 
into your kitchen caddy every time 
you make a drink. 

Likewise, after eating a meal it’s 
a good idea to get into the habit 
of emptying unwanted leftovers 
and plate scrapings straight into 
your kitchen caddy before you 
do the washing up. It can make a 
real difference to the amount you 
recycle. 

Placing your kitchen caddy in a 
convenient, easy to access place - 
preferably a cool, dark space such 
as under the sink - and keeping 
it clean by rinsing it out regularly, 
keeping the lid closed and using 
compostable kitchen caddy liners 
can encourage you to use it more. 
Then it’s just a case of transferring 
it to your brown bin with all your 
garden waste, such as grass 
cuttings, leaves and cut flowers 
from the house.

Willow Brook Primary School 
attended the ship’s launch on 
Wednesday 12 March, when 
Council Leader Chris Robbins 
officially opened the new facility in 
glorious sunshine. 

The ship is suitable for 
children aged three and up, can 
accommodate up to 100 ‘pirates’ at 


a time and includes slides, climbing 
nets, ladders and monkey bars 
so children can enjoy fun, active 
play with their friends. A balloon 
modeller was also on hand at 
the opening to give away balloon 
‘swords’ and pirate hats to get 
everyone in the spirit. 

“I was thrilled to 
see so many local 
children playing 
on the ship at the 
opening event.” 

Council Leader Chris Robbins 
told Waltham Forest News: “The 
new bridge, the pavilion, new 
play equipment and the outdoor 
gyms have all been great additions 
to Leyton Jubilee Park, and I’m 
delighted that the pirate ship has 
also opened well in time for the 
Easter holidays. 

“The Council has invested 
£2million to turn these 34 acres 
of land into one of the borough’s 


premier parks. I was thrilled to see 
so many children playing on the 
ship at the opening event, and I 
hope to see thousands of local 
people enjoying this wonderful park 
for many years to come.” 

Work on the park began in 
autumn 2012 when Ive Farm and 
Marsh Lane Playing Field were 
brought together to create a new 
park for the borough - now known 
as Leyton Jubilee Park. 

In the sports zone mini and 
junior football pitches sit next to a 
basketball court and a new pavilion. 
The play zone includes an under 
sevens’ play area, a play area for 
children aged eight and over, a 
snake swing and an outdoor gym. 
There is also an area for events 
called the Showground and a 
nature area known as the Plateau.

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LETS get trading! 

■ Waltham Forest LETS offers residents the 
chance to trade goods and services without 
using money 

■ Sign up and see if you can contribute to the 
community and make new friends 


During recent years many of us 
have been thinking of new ways 
to tighten our belts and save 
money as we continue to feel 
the financial pinch. But how can 
we spend less without simply 
staying at home and becoming 
more isolated? 

The answer could be to join 
a burgeoning community group 
that offers a way to save money, 
while at the same helping to boost 
community links and creating an 
alternative local economy. 

Waltham Forest Local Exchange 
Trading System (WF LETS) is a not- 
for-profit community enterprise that 
allows residents to trade goods and 
services without using money. The 
group has existed in Waltham Forest 
for more than 20 years, but the 
committee say that the scheme has 
grown especially quickly over the 
last two years. There are now more 
than 200 regularly trading members. 

Members exchange goods and 


services using the currency of locally 
created LETS credits, which in 
Waltham Forest are called ‘Beams’ 

- a reference to the Hornbeam tree. 
People offer each other services and 
goods such as DIY, music lessons, 
alternative therapies, gardening, loan 
of tools and equipment, computing, 
cooking, giving lifts, allotment 
vegetables, dog walking, childcare 
and much more. 

Chair of WF LETS, Rasheeqa 
Ahmad, told Waltham Forest News: 
“WF LETS not only supports our 
local economy, but also enhances 
community networks. As well 
as helping you save money by 
swapping goods and services with 
other residents it’s also the perfect 
way to learn or improve skills and 
offers an easy way to meet people in 
your community.” 

The system works by using 
a simple trading system with a 
database of ‘wants’ and ‘offers’. It’s 
up to the buyer and seller to agree 


a rate for a service or product, but 
typically people charge 10 Beams 
an hour for their time, and cost 
products at the rate of one Beam 
to £1. Transactions are recorded 
electronically and members can view 
a statement of their account online 
- much the same way you would 
internet bank. 

The committee organises regular 
monthly events called LETS Trade 
at the Hornbeam Centre (48 Hoe 
Street, El 7 9AH). The sessions 
take place on the last Saturday of 
each month, 10.30am to 12noon. 
Residents can go along to find out 
more about the scheme and join 
up, while members can do a spot of 
trading. Existing members will show 
the range of goods and services that 
are on offer, and give you tips about 
the things you could offer. Why not 
go along to the next session on 
Saturday 29 March? 

Rasheeqa said: “LETS is about 
more than saving money. We 


are seeking alternative ways of 
developing our local economy, 
based upon mutual care and 
respect for our community. We want 
to promote connections between 
neighbours by exploring what skills 
and abilities we have to offer each 
other and realising that these are 
worth much more than pounds - 
they are real social bonds. 

“We are also looking for members 
to coordinate local hubs in their 
streets or neighbourhoods so that 
traders can find out who is near 
them and develop the system on an 
ultra-local level. We believe that we 
have a lot of the skills and services 
we need for good quality living right 
here among us and don’t need to 
pay extortionate prices for them.” 

WF LETS is also taking part in 
Cultivate, Waltham Forest’s new 
urban food growing festival, and 
is hosting an event called LETS 
Cultivate at the Hornbeam Cafe on 
Friday 28 March. The event, which 
runs from 2-4pm, is a skillshare 
session on growing herbs for food 
and medicinal purposes. Everyone 
is welcome to attend and you can 
share tips and swap seeds and 
plants. LETS members can trade 
Beams and non-members can find 
out about joining.

Making sure that local children 
have bright beginnings, from 
both an educational and health 
perspective, is a priority not just 
for parents and carers, but for 
the Council as well. 

Right from when they start 
primary school to when they take 
their GCSEs and A Levels, the 
borough is helping pupils enjoy 
learning - and our young people are 
showing just how successful they 
can be. Local students achieved 
their best-ever GCSE results last 
summer and 87 per cent of local 
primary and secondary schools are 
rated ‘Good’ or ‘Outstanding’ by 
Ofsted. 

School improvements 

“We know that children need 
the right space and facilities to 
reach their full potential. That’s 
why £170million - from a range 
of sources - is being spent on 
improving and expanding our 
schools,” said Cllr Clare Coghill, 
Cabinet Member for Children and 


Young People. 

“So far, 19 schools have benefited 
from extensive improvements such 
as expansions, new builds and 
major refurbishments. In addition, 
well over 20 other schools have had 
other works to bring them up to 
date with improvements to roofing, 
drainage, windows, heating systems 
and kitchen ventilation.” 

The Council was also successful 
in its bid to central government 
for the Priority Schools Building 
Programme. This centrally-delivered 
programme will target four schools 
in Waltham Forest and transform 
them by rebuilding their facilities. 

“These works will not only 
create a modern, effective learning 
environment, but they also mean 
our schools have first rate kitchens 
capable of feeding hundreds of 
hungry tummies at lunchtime!” 
added Cllr Coghill. 

Capturing time 

Pupils from Barclay Primary 
School are looking towards the 


future in more ways than one. As 
well as benefiting from a new-build 
expansion project that will create 
space for an extra 450 pupils 
and will provide 14 classrooms, 
a nursery, dining hall, studio and 
library, pupils have buried a time 
capsule to be opened in 2064. 

The pupils have put everyday 
school and household items 
into the capsule, such as school 
jumpers, a newspaper, their reading 
books, toys, stamps and football 
magazines. 

School places 

With all of the extra school places 
these projects are creating, the past 
few months have been a busy time 
in making sure that as many children 
as possible get their first choice of 
school. 

“This year Waltham Forest had 
2,835 applicants for our secondary 
school places and out of this, 2,046 
received their first preference school 
and 270 received their second 
preference,” said Cllr Coghill. “That 


means 72 per cent of children got 
their first choice of secondary school 
in Waltham Forest - putting us 
above the London average of 69 per 
cent.” 

Breakfast Clubs 

Providing the right fuel for children 
as they start the school day is 
another priority for the Council and 
to date 52 local schools have 
signed up to the Breakfast Club 
scheme. 

Giving children in Reception or 
Year 7 a subsidised breakfast - 
either through their school’s existing 
breakfast club or with a nutritious 
snack pack which can eaten at 
the start of the day or during the 
morning break - the scheme will be 
extended to Year 1 pupils from April. 

Connaught School for Girls is one 
of the schools to have signed up 
already. And staff say their successful 
Breakfast Club’s healthy meals make 
a positive difference to students’ 
behaviour, as well as allowing 
different year groups to socialise. 


Proud of our pupils 

Regular readers of Waltham Forest 
News may remember Rosie, one 
of the local Year 6 pupils whose 
achievements were celebrated in the 
Council’s current schools campaign. 
Now in full swing, the campaign 
means that residents can see pictures 
of Rosie and her peers as their stories 
and successes are celebrated at 
various outdoor locations, such as 
bus stops and train and tube stations 
across the borough. 

Last week, Rosie met up with Cllr 
Coghill to see one of her posters at 
a local bus stop. Residents can also 
read all about other pupils, and why 
their schools have nominated them 
for the schools campaign.

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Taking a stand on 
enforcement 


Getting tough on businesses that take advantage of residents 
Making use of Council and government powers to protect the borough 


Protecting the rights of residents 
is a key role for Waltham Forest 
Council and using the powers 
it has is just one important 
part of this work. Another is 
looking to extend those powers 
where appropriate to deal with 
particular issues. 

Here Waltham Forest News 
shines a light on just a few of 
the areas where we help protect 
residents from businesses that 
refuse to play by the rules. 

Takeaway filth 

Environmental Health Officers 
visited New Curry Queen, situated 
at 466 High Road, Leyton, on 
Thursday 27 February to carry 
out a routine inspection and 
found evidence of rats throughout 
the premises. Droppings were 
discovered in food containers, 
underneath equipment and on the 
floors throughout. 

Inspectors also described the 
premises as ‘filthy, with a poor 
standard of hygiene’, even finding 
mouldy food in the fridges. As a 
result the takeaway was shut down 
and on Monday 3 March officers 
obtained a hygiene emergency 
prohibition order from Stratford 
Magistrate’s Court. The Council 
was awarded costs of £512 at the 
hearing. 

The Council will be pursuing a 
prosecution against the takeaway, 
but in the meantime the action 
sends out a strong message to 
other food establishments that 
appropriate hygiene practices 
are not just an option - they are 
essential. 

Landlord abuse 

Landlords abusing their rights 
with regard to properties that have 
been converted into Houses of 
Multiple Occupation (HMOs) are 
another area where the Council 
concentrates efforts. Where 
a property that was originally 


designed for a single household 
has been converted for occupation 
by a number of different people 
landlords must abide by certain 
standards. 

The Council takes a robust 
approach to HMOs as was 
illustrated on Friday 7 February 
when Mr Ayaz Khan was 
prosecuted for one offence of failing 
to comply with an Improvement 
Notice and two offences of failing 
to comply with management 
regulations. Thames Magistrate’s 
Court sentenced him to fines of 
£2,500 for each offence and a 
contribution towards costs of 
£1,525. 

The following week on 
Wednesday 12 February Mr 

i 

Muhammed Ashraf and Ms 
Shabana Ashraf were at the same 
court, each facing charges of failure 
to licence an HMO. Both Mr and 
Ms Ashraf were handed a three 
year conditional discharge and 
were each ordered to contribute 
towards costs to the tune of 
£1,500. 

Estate agent boards 

While estate agents and letting 
agents should take down ‘For Sale’ 
and ‘To Let’ boards in a timely 
manner, the reality was found to 
be very different and the clutter of 
boards was bringing down the look 
and feel of the borough. 

Waltham Forest Council used 
existing legislation to issue Fixed 
Penalty Notices (FPNs) against 
agents flouting the law, but 
discovered that the strategy was 
only able to have limited impact. 
Despite issuing 826 FPNs in a 


single year, it was found that agents 
were building into their margins a 
contingency to cover the cost of 
FPNs. 

So the Council applied to the 
Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government for consent 
to withdraw the right to display 
boards along a number of its high 
roads. 

In 2012 Waltham Forest 
became one of just a handful of 
boroughs to be granted consent 
in neighbourhoods not deemed to 
be areas of special architectural 
interest. The restrictions initially 
applied for a year after which the 
Council reapplied. 

Last month we were informed 
that the same conditions can 


apply for the coming five years. 
The Government response noted 
that, ‘there has been widespread 
compliance with a previous 
Direction that has resulted in a 
positive effect on visual amenity.’ 

Making a difference 

The message the Council 
is determined to send out to 
anyone looking to take advantage 
of residents or to abuse the 
environment is that it will not be 
tolerated. We know how to make 
use of existing powers and we 
know when we need to lead the 
way and acquire additional tools 
to get the job done and stamp out 
abuse.

As so much of your waste is recyclable, your green bin 
is your main bin. Use your main kitchen bin to store 
your recyclable waste, and a smaller container for 
everything else. 

• You’ll probably find your green bin fills up the fastest. Why 
not flatten or squash cardboard boxes, plastic bottles and 
cans to save space? 

• Items we regularly throw away are made from paper and 
cardboard. Everything from free newspapers, junk mail, 
and wrapping paper to catalogues can all be recycled. 

• It’s not just cans - most metal items go in your green bin. 
Empty aerosols, foil trays, food tins, foil wrapping and 
metal lids are all recyclable. 




• Don’t forget the small stuff. Yoghurt pots, plastic packaging 
and even toilet roll tubes and plastic bottle tops all go in 
your green bin, along with any glass items. 

• Plastic bags can be recycled. Take advantage of this by 
re-using carrier bags to store recycling. Then simply tie 
them up and drop into your green bin.

The less food we waste, the better. But there are 
always going to be food items that we’ll never eat, 
like egg shells, fruit and vegetable peelings, banana 
skins and tea bags. Use your kitchen caddy to collect 
these, then empty this into your larger brown bin. 

• For easy access, find a convenient place for your kitchen 
caddy to ‘live’, like under the sink or on your worktop. 
Cool, dark spaces tend to work best. 

• Add compostable kitchen caddy liners to your shopping 
list; pick them up when you buy your regular bin bags. 
The more food waste in your caddy, the less space it 
takes up in your black bin - saving you money in the 
long term. 



• After meals, empty unwanted leftovers or plate 
scrapings straight into your caddy before you do 
the washing up. 

Pop tea bags or coffee granules straight into your caddy 
after each time you make a drink. 



Don’t waste it, use your kitchen 
caddy to collect food waste then 
empty into your brown bin. 






Keep your kitchen caddy clean by rinsing it out regularly, 
and try to keep the lid closed when not in use. 


When gardening or mowing the lawn, bring your brown 
bin into your garden to easily empty any leaves or grass 
cuttings directly into it. Cut flowers past their best can 
go in, too.
